GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 


The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  delivered  the  fol- 
lowing address: — 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge:  


It  is  a  very  great  honor,  pleasure  and  privilege 
for  me,  this  afternoon,  to  be  permitted  to  extend 
to  you  a  most  hearty  welcome,  to  this  our  25th 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Prince  Edward  Island. 

It  is  now  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  the  form- 
ation of  this  Grand  Lodge.  A  generation  has 
passed  away,  and  many  changes  have  accurred  dur- 
ing that  period.  Very  few  indeed  of  those  who  as- 
sisted in  the  formation  of  it,  on  the  23rd  June,  1875, 
are  now  present,  and  comparatively  few  who  were 
connected  with  its  early  history.  At  the  first  meet-

We  miss  familiar  faces  each  year,  whose  vac- 
ant places  are  being  filled  by  others,  whom  we 
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heartly  welcome,  and  we  feel  sure  that  the  honor 
of  our  order  can  safely  be  left  in  the  hands  of  our 
younger  brethren,  who  are  becoming  members  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  we  trust  that  they  will 
follow  in  the  footsteps  of  those  who  have  made 
this  Grand  Lodge  what  it  is.  We  should  aim  to 
form  our  character  so  that  our  lives  may  be  living 
examples  to  our  fellowmen,  and  our  actions  strictly 
in  accord  with  Masonic  teaching.  Our  work  here 
today,  is  more  than  to  go  over  the  work  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  subordinate  Lodges,  during 
the  past  year.  As  Masons  we  have  higher  and 
much  more  important  duties  to  perform  than  that. 
You  doubtless  know  that  there  is  a  great  deal  more 
in  Masonry  than  the  forms  and  ceremonies,  and 
the  ability  to  give  the  memorial  work  in  a  perfect 
manner.  Don't  misunderstand  me,  I  do  not  wish 
for  one  moment  to  underate  these,  but  our  one  aim 
should  be  to  promote  Harmony,  Brotherly  Love, 
Relief  and  Truth,  always  to  be  considerate  of  a 
brother's  feelings  and  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  en- 
courage and  help  any  charitable  undertaking  which 
will  benefit  mankind. 

WAR. 

Since  last  October,  the  British  Empire,  of 
which  we  form  a  part,  has  passed  through  one  of 
the  most  terrible  wars  in  which  our  nation  has  been 
engaged  for  many  years.  We  rejoice  that  our  arms 
are  being  victorious  and  are  proud  that  our 
Canadian  Volunteers  have  done  so  nobly,  and 
earned  such  excellent  praise,  for  their  brave  deeds. 
Of  the  47  volunteers  from  this  province  two  belong 
to  our  Craft.  As  Masons  we  are  always  true  and 
loyal  to  our  beloved  Queen,  whose  noble  sons  oc- 
cupy such  prominent  positions  in  the  Masonic 
Fraternity. 

This  year  we  have  been  blessed  with  a  bounti- 
ful harvest  in  our  fair  Island,  while  some  parts  of 
the  world  have  suffered,  especially  in  India  with  its 
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millions.  The  people  there  are  now  in  the  midst 
of  a  terrible  famine.  Our  grateful  thanks  are  due 
to  the  Giver  of  All,  for  the  abundance  which  each 
year  brings.

The  Lodges  throughout  the  country  are  do- 
ing splendidly.  The  average  attendance  and  fin- 
ancial position  of  the  Lodges  are  good,  and  the 
work  is  done  in  an  excellent  manner,  taking  into 
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consideration  the  distance  the  brethren  have  to 
come  to  their  Lodges,  which  gives  them  very  little 
chance  to  hold  Lodges  of  instruction.  Some  have 
to  drive  8  to  12  miles.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  see- 
ing the  first  degree  given  in  a  number  of  Lodges 
throughout  the  country,  and  it  was  given  in  a  very 
impressive  manner,  which  did  credit  to  their 
officers. 

'Mt.  Lebanon'  Lodge  of  Summerside,  is  doing 
good  work,  with  its  young  energetic  Officers  and 
gave  the  second  degree  in  a  masterly  manner. 

I  am  pained  to  have  to  report,  the  illness  of 
our  worthy  brother  W.M.  James  Macleod,  M.  D., 
of  "St.  John's"  Lodge,  since  his  installation.  We 
hope  soon  to  hear  of  his  recovery,  and  have  the 
pleasure  of  listening  to  his  encouraging  words, 
and  good  sound  advice. 

"Victoria"  Lodge  of  Charlottetown, during  the 
past  year,  has  given  13  candidates  their  first  de- 
gree, and  I  must  congratulate  W.  M.,  Brother 
R.  M.  Johnson  and  his  officers  for  their  zeal,  ear- 
nestness and  activity  in  Masonry  and  in  placing 
"Victoria"  Lodge  in  the  front  rank  in  this  Juris- 
diction. The  services  rendered  to  this  Lodge  by 
Bro.  Prof.  Watts,  as  a  musician  have  been  very 
beneficial  in  enliving  the  meetings  and  are  much 
appreciated  by  the  brethern. 

In  all  the  Lodges  I  visited,  one  thing  was  ap- 
parent to  me,  the  harmony  seemed  to  be  perfect, 
and  I  was  heartily  welcomed,  in  the  most  befitting 
manner. 

I  am  under  a  special  debt  of  gratitude  to 
D.  G.  M.  Macmillan,  for  the  deep  interest  he  has 
taken  in  Masonry,  by  visiting  with  me  seven  Lod- 
ges, out  of  the  eleven  which  I  visited,  also,  Sr.  G. 
W.  G.  A.  Aitkin,  Jr.  G.  W.  Preston  Macnutt,  P.  I). 
G.  M.  S.  F.  Hodgson  and  W.  M.  W.  A.  Brennan 
for  their  valuable  assistance. 
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Our  worthy  Bro.  P.  G.  M.  Mackelvie  in  the 
important  office  of  Grand  Secretary,  has  on  ac- 
count of  his  long  connection  with  the  Grand  Lodge, 
been  of  great  assistance. 

A  very  able,  concise  and  important  report  has 
been  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
South  Wales,  re  the  organization  of  a  Supreme 
Grand  Lodge  in  Western  Australia,  which  has 
been  referred  to  the  committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence. 

I  notice  that  several  of  the  Grand  Lodges  have 
withdrawn  their  edict  of  non  intercourse  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  in  connection  with 
Negro  Masonry. 

A  charter  was  granted  to  Mt.  Moriah  Lodge, 
No.  15,  at  Cape  Traverse,  and  duly  constituted  by 
P.  G.  M.  Mackelvie. 

I  issued  a  commission  to  P.  G.  S.  W.  Bro. 
John  Muirhead  to  visit  "True  Brothers"  Lodge  at 
Crapaud. 

No  important  matter  has  come  up  for  my  de- 
cision during  my  term  of  office. 

I  would  like  to  impress  upon  the  members  of 
the  different  Lodges,  that  they  select  as  candid- 
ates for  Masonry,  only  men  of  the  best  character, 
and  to  guard  well  the  ballot  box. 

The  Charity  Fund  inaugurated  by  P.  G.  M. 
Macneill,  now  amounting  to  about  $300.00,  is  not 
increasing  as  rapidly  as  we  would  wish,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  Lodges  will  look  favorably  up- 
on this  important  Fund. 

A  committee  will  report  fully  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  about  the  endowing  of  a  bed  in  the  Prince 
Edward  Island  Hospital  for  the  benefit  of  Masons. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  Temple  will  be 
brought  before  you  and  should  receive  your 
thoughtful  consideration. 
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I  heartily  thank  the  members  of  the  subordin- 
ate Lodges  with  whom  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
coming  in  contact,  for  their  courtesy  and  kindly 
feeling  manifested  toward  me  during  the  past 
year. 

I  must  thank  the  officers  and  members  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  for  the  honor  they  have  conferred 
upon  me,  by  placing  me  in  the  highest  office  pos- 
sible in  Freemasonry.  No  greater  honor  or  dis- 
tinction can  be  conferred  than  that  of  Grand 
Master.  At  my  installation,  I  said  I  would  do  my 
best,  I  have  tried  to  keep  my  promise.  I  have 
given  the  very  best  powers  of  my  mind  and  heart 
to  this  work,  and  if  I  have  failed,  it  was  inability 
to  see  my  duty  aright.  I  will  with  pleasure  hand 
this  gavel  of  authority  to  another,  who  I  trust  will 
perform  the  duties  pertaining  to  that  high  office 
in  a  more  worthy  and  efficient  manner.

I  most  respectfully  present  my  annual  report 
for  the  Masonic  year  just  ended. 

Immediately  at  the  close  of  the  24th  annual 
communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  incom- 
pliance with  a  resolution,  five  hundred  copies  of 
the  proceedings  were  printed  and  mailed  to  all  the 
Grand  bodies  in  correspondence  with  us  and  to 
each  member  of  Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  to  sub- 
ordinate Lodges  and  others  entitled  thereto,  as 
heretofore. 

By  directions  of  the  most  worshipful  Grand 
Master  a  commission  was  issued  to  M.  W.  Bro. 
Archibald  W.  Frater,  of  Seattle,  as  our  Grand 
Representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wash- 
ington, U.  S. 

I  received  from  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  S.  Conover 
Grand  Secretary  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  a  Pat- 
ent reappointing  R.  W.  Bro.  Andrew  Bowness, 
Kensington,  their  representative  near  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

R.  W.  Bro.  J.  L.  Thomson,  was  reappointed 
Grand  Representative  of  Washington,  U.  S. 

I  have  received  printed  copies  of  the  proceed- 
ings from  nearly  every  Grand  Lodge  in  Communi- 
cation with  this  Grand  Lodge,  many  of  them  bound 
volumes,  a  valuable  addition  to  our  Libary,  which 
now  comprises  close  on  twelve  hundred  volumes. 

By  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
it  is  necessary  that  every  Subordinate  Lodge 
forward  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  after  the  27th 
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December  in  each  year,  a  list  of  officers  installed. 
Now  in  many  cases  this  is  overlooked  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  does  not  know  who  the  officers 
are  when  correspondence  is  necessary. 

I  annex  a  statement  showing  the  total  of  cash 
received  during  the  past  year,  amounting  to  $289.- 
40,  which  was  paid  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

By  an  abstract  of  returns  from  Subordinate 
Lodges  furnished  herewith,  you  will  find,  I  am 
pleased  to  say,  an  increase  of  membership,  and 
from  enrolment  of  new  material  the  prospects 
look  more  encouraging.

R.  W.  Bro.  John  Muirhead  made  the  following 
report  of  his  official  visit  to  True  Brothers  Lodge, 
No.  8,  Crapaud,  which  was  on  motion  received  and 
confirmed:  — 

1  o  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  oj  Prince  Edward 
Island. 

I  beg  leave  to  report  that,  in  compliance  with 
your  commission,  empowering  me  to  visit  and  re- 
port on  the  state  of  True  Brothers  Lodge,  No.  8, 
Crapaud,  I  visited  said  Lodge  at  its  regular  meet- 
ing in  June.  There  was  a  good  attendance 
and  I  found  the  Lodge  in  excellent  working  order. 
I  examined  the  books  and  found  them  well  kept, 
the  returns  were  ready  to  forward  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  their  records  were  correct.  Nine 
regular  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.  One 
candidate  was  made  an  entered-apprentice  Mason, 
and  on  the  night  of  my  visit  he  was,  after  passing 
a  very  creditable  examination,  passed  in  due  and 
ancient  form  to  the  degree  of  a  fellow-craftsman. 
I  was  pleased  to  find  that  the  Lodge  was  very  care- 
ful in  its  inquiries  before  admitting  any  person  to 
membership. 

Two  demits  had  been  received,  one  from 
Clinton  Lodge,  No.  q,  and  one  from  Brighton 
Lodge,  No.  381,  both  appearing  to  be  genuine,  and 
asking  for  admission  as  members  of  True  Brothers 
Lodge.  The  Worshipful  Master,  Bro.  Robertson, 
immediately  made  inquiries  through  the  represen- 
tative of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  Brother 
Stewart,  and  found  that  these  demits  were  issued 
by  irregular  Lodges,  not  recognized  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio.  For  this  caution  I  consider  the 
Worshipful  Master  and  Brethren  of  True  Brothers 
Lodge  deserve  great  credit.

W.  Wakeford,  chairman  of 
committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  re 
the  formation  of  one  Grand  Lodge  for  the  Mari- 
time Provinces,  reported  as  follows: — 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  A.  F .  <&  A.  M.  of 

Prince  Edward  Island. 

Brethren: — 

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  com- 
mittees to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Nova  Scotia  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, re  the  formation  of  one  Grand  Body  for  the 
Maritime  Provinces,  have  to  report: 

4th  August,  1899. — The  R.  W.  Grand  Secre- 
tary informed  your  committee  that  lie  had  received 
a  letter  from  the  Nova  Scotia  committee  that  a 
meeting  would  be  held  in  St.  John  on  the  22nd  inst. 
and  giving  as  the  personel  of  that  committee 
Brothers  W.  B.  Alley,  Theo.  A.  Cossman,  Wm. 
Ross  and  J.  W.  Longley.  Considering  that  the 
'action  of  said  committee  was  premanture  in  naming 
a  day  to  meet  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Brunswick  had  appointed  a  committee,  your  com- 
mittee asked  your  Grand  Secretary  to  give  the 
name  of  the  chairman  to  enable  your  committee 
to  correspond  with  him.  He  replied — "The  auth- 
ority which  induced  me  to  notify  the  Brethren 
composing  the  committee  appointed  by  Grand 
Ledge  was  a  letter  from  M.  W.  Bro.  W.  F.  MacCoy. 
With  your  letter  I  received  one  from  Hon.  Win. 
Ross,  Grand  Secretary,  informing  me  that  Nova 
Scotia  had  appointed  two  committees,  one  to  con- 
fer with  Prince  Edward  Island  and  the  other  to 
treat  with  New  Brunswick,  the  former  composed 
of  Brothers  W.  B.  Alley,  T.  A.  Cossman,  Wm. 
Ross  and  J.  W.  Longley;  the  latter  W.  F.  MacCoy, 
J.  M.  Owen  and  f.  W.  Longley." 
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Your  committee  then  wrote  to  Bro.  W.  B. 
Alley,  suggesting,  if  New  Brunswick  appointed  a 
committee,  that  a  meeting  beheld  in  Halifax  or 
St.  John  during  Exhibition  week.  Brother  Alley 
replied  that  if  he  was  appointed  on  the  committee 
it  was  not  as  chairman. 

Your  committee  heard  nothing  further  until 
the  22nd  of  November,  when  a  letter  was  received 
from  Brother  W.  F.  MacCoy,  asking  "What  time 
would  be  convenient  to  meet  the  committee  from 
New  Brunswick  in  that  Province,"  and  suggesting 
a  meeting  at  Amherst  prior  to  Christmas.  To  this 
your  committee  replied  (being  of  opinion  that  the 
one  committee  must  have  power  to  treat  with  New 
Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  as  they  had 
heard  nothing  further  from  Brother  Alley,)  "As 
yet  we  are  not  aware  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Brunswick  has  appointed  a  committee,  and 
until  we  are  officially  informed  that  they  have  done 
so  our  hands  are  tied,  as  we  are  appointed  to  meet 
committees  from  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick 
to  consider  a  union  of  the  three  Grand  Lodges. 
If  New  Brunswick  has  appointed  a  committee  I  am 
afraid  that  we  could  not  meet  as  early  as  you 
suggest." 

December  22nd. — Your  committee  received 
official  notification  of  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick, 
also  a  letter  from  Bro.  W.  F.  MacCoy  stating  that 
he  had  fixed  on  Thursday,  the  nth  day  of  January 
next,  to  meet  at  Amherst. 

Finding  it  impossible  for  your  committee  to 
be  in  Amherst,  they  again  wrote  to  Bro.  MacCoy, 
suggesting  that  the  meeting  be  not  postponed  on 
their  account,  and  that  a  minute  of  their  delibera- 
tion be  furnished  your  committee.  Your  committee 
had  not  received  anything  further  from  Bro. 
MacCoy,  and  therefore  cannot  say  what  was  done. 

10th  May,  1900. — Your  committee  received  a 
letter  from  Bro.  W.  B.  Alley,  stating  that  he,  as 
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chairman  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia  in  June,  1899,  "To  consid- 
er the  possibility  of  a  consolidation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Prince  Edward  Island  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  as  I  was  informed  the 
other  day  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia  that  R.W.  Bro.  G.  W. 
Wakeford,  M.  W.  Bro.  D.  Darrach,  M.  D.,  and  M. 
W.  Bro.  R.  McNeill,  M.  D.,  were  appointed  a  sim- 
ilar committee  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince 
Edward  Island,  it  therefore  becomes  my  duty  to 
call  said  committee  together,  and  1  now  kindly  ask 
you  to  meet  with  us  at  Halifax  on  the  12th  day  of 
June  next,  in  Freemason's  Hall."  This  letter  was 
replied  to  on  the  12th  of  May  and  Brother  Alley 
informed  that  your  committee  was  appointed  to 
confer  with  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  re  a 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  Maritime  Provinces,  and  be- 
ing so  appointed  could  not  meet  (officially)  with 
one  body  only.  The  chairman,  who  expected  to 
visit  Halifax  on  that  day,  would  be  pleased  to  hear 
what  their  committee  had  to  say,  but  further  than 
that  he  could  not  go  without  the  expressed  sanction 
of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

As  will  be  seen  Nova  Scotia  did  appoint  two 
committees,  one  to  treat  with  New  Brunswick,  the 
other  with  Prince  Edward  Island,  neither  to  treat 
with  the  other  two,  thereby  placing  it  outside  the 
power  of  your  committee  to  treat  with  either, 
therefore  they  have  to  report  no  progress.

We,  your  committee  appointed  at  the  last  re- 
gular communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  advisability  of  providing  a 
Masonic  Bed  in  the  new  Prince  Edward  Island 
Hospital,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: — 

That  we  have  obtained  an  official  statement, 
signed  by  a  committee  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hos- 
pital, of  the  conditions  upon  which  such  bed  can 
be  secured. 
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That  as  the  principal  tenets  of  our  Institution 
are  Brotherly  Love,  Relief  and  Truth;  your  com- 
mittee are  of  the  opinion  that  the  first  two  of  these 
cannot  be  exemplified  in  any  better  manner  than 
in  the  endowing  of  a  bed  in  the  new  P.  E.  Island 
Hospital,  and  would  strongly  recommend  that  this 
Grand  Lodge  take  such  action  as  will  lead  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  offer  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hospital,  and  make  provision  for  its  maintenance.

CONDITIONS  upon  which  a  free  bed  may  be  secured 
for  free  masons,  in  the  Prince  Edward 
Island  Hospital. 

Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200)  per  year,  pay- 
able quarterly,  in  advance,  to  provide  for  a  private 
room,  (if  available  on  admission,  otherwise  as  soon 
as  a  vacancy  occurs, — the  patient  to  be  admitted 
to  the  public  ward  in  the  meantime) , for  a  Free 
Mason, to  be  nominated  thereto,by  any  Lodge  of 
Free  Masons  in  Prince  Edward  Island;  also  board, 
washing,  nursing,Medical  attendance  by  the  Physi- 
cian in  charge  for  a  month,  and  medicines;  sub- 
ject in  all  cases  to  the  general  rules  of  the  Hospital. 

In  any  serious  Medical  or  Surgical  case,  the 
patient  may  at  any  time  call  in  his  own  private 
physician  in  consultation, — whether  or  not  such 
physician  be  a  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
Hospital,  the  patient  being  responsible  for  the 
fees  payable  to  such  physician.  Provision  is  not 
made  by  the  payment  of  the  above  $200  for  any 
serious  surgical  operation.  In  all  such  cases,  an 
extra  fee  will  be  charged  by  the  surgeon  who  per- 
forms the  operation,  unless  it  is  clearly  shown 
that  the  patient  is  unable  to  pay.

We  join  him  in  offering  our  devoted  thanks  to 
the  Giver  of  all  good  for  his  protecting  care  over 
our  beloved  order  for  the  past  quarter  of  a  century.

Your  Committee  commend  the  Charity  Fund 
referred  to  by  our  Grand  Master  and  trust  that 
this  Grand  Lodge  will  take  such  action  as  will  in- 
sure its  stability  and  increase. 

In  reference  to  the  endowing  of  a  bed  in  the 
Prince  Edward  Island  Hospital  and  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Co.,  as  special 
committees  are  to  report  on  these  matters  we  hope 
their  reports  will  be  such  as  will  lead  to  satisfactory 
results.
